MEMBERS OF SPECIAL PORTUGUESE PARA-MILITARY UNITS (GRUPOS ESPECIAS), 
OF HAVING TAKEN PART IN THE MAPAI ATTACKS ALONG WITH RHODESIANS.

3. ARTICLE CLAIMED THAT THE MOZAMBICAN/RHODESIAN ATTACKERS WORE 
UNIFORMS SIMILAR TO THOSE OF THE FRET, IMP SOLDIERS AND LULLED THE 
POPULATION ALONG THE 90 KILOMETER ROUTE TO MAPAI INTO A FALSE 
SENSE OF SECURITY BY SPEAKING PORTUGUESE, CARRYING FRELIMO 
STANDARDS AND SHOUTING FRELIMO SLOGANS. 

4. MAGAZINE ALSO SAID THAT ATTACK WAS LED BY SERGIO PAIS MAMEDE,

RHODESIA AND ARE COLLABORATING WITH THE RHODESCANS, THEY COULD 
CAUSE GPRM SERIOUS PROBLEMS AND PROLONG LIFE EXPECTANCY OF
